BRUSSELS—King Albert I, hero- 


king of the Belgians, is dead—a vic- 
tim of the sport of mountain climbing 
which he loved so well. 


His little nation has been plunged 


into the sorrow it knew when King 
Albert was leading its soldiers against 
overwhelming odds in the World war. 


A piece of frosi 
shattered rock, 


crumbling in the king's strong fingers 
cost Belgium her ruler and the world 
an enlightened monarch in' an acci- 
dent which climaxed what Ihe ruler 
had planned as a simple Saturday 
afternoon of sport. 


Although the king perished late Sat. 


urday, his subjects had no knowledge 
of his death until early Sunday morn- 
ing. 


For more than 12 hours, while the 


majority of Belgium slept, King Al- 
bert lay dead, his skull fractured in 
a deep ravine near the village oC 
Namur, 32 miles south of the Belgian 
capital.

inr; in it. You read about velvet lawns, 
but you can't Kot them without first 
hiiVing good soil With available chern. 
leal foods: for the plants to live on. 


It does not matter much whether 


the soil is clay, sand or rock; there 
must be drainage and there must be 
humur. to a sufficient depth in the 
soil to encourage doop root growth. 
In most cases, unproductive soil is due 
tc a mechanical defect, rather thnn a 
luck of plant food, for most soils con- 
tain chemicals that the plant wants if 
it can get hold of them. 


Water i;: a necessity for all growth. 


Wit it must appear and disappear in- 
ttrmittcnty. 
Plants 
cannot

without it. neither can they grow in 
it i-.ll the time. 


Just ,-ii- many pianw die of wet feet 


as do those from drouth. To prevent 
this, drain your garden with agricul- 
tural larm tile in lines 20 feet apart 
at a depth of not less than two feet.

' planting. Where plants exist culti- 


vate the soil around Iho roots, even if 
feino of the roots are broken. 


Deep cultivation of the soil will 


remedy many of its defects. Heavy 
clay s-'oil can have ashes, cinders or 
tlaf worked into it ir, make it por- 
ous. 


These same materials in sand soil 


will help hold the moisture during 
drouth. Peat moss or humus also cim 
hi. used for a mechanical means of 
breaking up clods. 


There arc some soils that are nat- 


urally alkaline and others that are 
acid; Where the section leans toward 
one type or the other, little can be 
tlone in isolated gardens to grow the 
kind of plant that has an opposite 
preference.

Works Ad- 
ministration following allocation re- 
cently of the last of its $3,300,000,000' 
fund. Under instructions not to re- 
ceive or pass upon any more projects, 
the slate boards have become mort- 
burid. 


Secretary Ickes also Ihrealehbd to 


revoke allocations for Public Works 
projects unless the borrowers rush it 
into activity. Where contracts are not 
let in the near future, funds may be 
recalled and turned over to other 
projects. 


Secretary Ickes no\v has a party un- 


der the leadership of Col. Henry M. 
Waite, deputy' works administrator, 
scouring the country to discover which 
borrowers are laggard in getting their 
construction under contract. 


In dismissing 
the 
state 
advisoy 


boards, which have passed on PWA 
projects before they are forwarded 
here. Secretary Ickes pointed out that 
there are pending applications asking 
for $3,500,000,dOO. With this largo un- 
filled demand, there is no need for 
the state boards to continue and to 
send in more requests, Ickes said. 


Disbanding of the 48 state boards 


will mean a reduction in the PWA 
cosls. Each member 
of 
the 
state 


boards was paid a per diem allowance 
for his services while working on 
PWA matters.
